The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicants are attacking the 
references individually. In response to applicant's arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co,, 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In particular, it is Kikinis who teaches displaying both TV 
and internet content. Hendricks was used to teach providing and displaying an 
introductory menu screen upon power up. Thus, the Examiner respectfully submits, the 
applicant's arguments regarding the showing of TV and internet content by Hendricks, 
has no basis. 

Regarding Applicants arguments to claims 5 and 6, Applicants are one again 
engaging in piecemeal analysis of the references. The combination of references as a 
whole, teaches the claimed limitations. It is clear that gateway screen is taught by 
Kikinis and the introductory display screen is taught by Hendricks. Further, Bertis is not 
relied upon by the Examiner for teaching a gateway screen of introductory display 
screen. Bertis was utilized to teach the use of a single button for accessing and 
displaying internet content i.e. an Internet gateway. As a result, Applicant's arguments 
are not persuasive. /a 
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
